Th<* prison reform plan, which will 
be the most sweeping scheme at­ 
tempted by the British Government 
for over a century, is being framed 
by Sir Samual Hoare, Home Secre­ 
tary. in consultation with 
B ritish 
Prison Commissioners. 
Leading features of the plan, it 
is understood, will be. 
1. New prison buildings on the 
mast

lines,

“rooms” instead 
of 
cells, 
greatly! 
improved workshops, and bigger ex­ 
ercise «’rounds. 
New “D etention” System 
2. A new system 
of ’’detention” I 
for 
habitual criminals—those

tences—under 
which they will 
be ! 
trained 
for 
a trade, taught 
the 
team spirit, and generally given a 
sense of civic responsibility; 
3. 
Wage1' 
for

ders; 
5. Greater use of the “softening” 
influence of flowers and music in I 
all prisons and places of detention; | 
6. 
Improvements

prison conditions generally. 
Prison Buildings Outmoded 
Most of the prison buildings at 
present in use in Great Britain are 
more than a century old. Plans to 
improve conditions are met by the 
reply, that they are impossible in 
such old buildings, which were built 
for die sole purpose of punishment, 
and not of reform. 
Under the new plans Dartmoor 
pi ison 
Devonshire,—the 
dreaded 
“Moor of the’ old lage—and one of 
the most notorious prisons in Britain 
may be abandoned. 
It 
has always been 
unpopular 
v ith 
convicts and w; rders 
alike, 
and conditions there particularly in 
winter, are described as “inhuman.” I 
lo Rebuild Fam ous Prison 
Pentonville 
prison, London, 
an- ! 
other well-known British peniten- , 
tiary, will either be completely re­ 
built, or extensively reconstructed. 
A plan to transfer all the big pris- : 
ons to areas outside towns is under 
consideration. 
Under the reform scheme it is in­ 
tended that the detention system 
shall 
take the place 
of ordinary 
sentences of imprisonment for men 
and women convicted more than 
three times of serious offences and 
who 
are 
reported by the 
Prison 
Commissioners as being of “crim­ 
inal tendencies.” 
The courts will be given power to 
order “indeterminate” sentences of 
from two to four years’ detention 
for minor offenders or from five to 
ten years for more serious cases. 
May Earn Release 
It will be possible for sentenced 
people to learn their release by good 
conducr. but the Commissioners will 
be empowered to make them serve 
the whole time if necessary. 
The “sentences” will not be serv- j 
ed in prisons but in settlements or ! 
camps, where the inmates will have 
a good* deal of freedom—so long as 
they do not leave the confines of the 
detention-place.

Yellow Center Stripe Placed 
In Sections Where Fog 
Abounds 


MORE SNOW FENCE 
MATERIAL BOUGHT 


By WARREN VAN DYKE 
Secretary of Highways 
HARRISBURG, 
Nov. 
5—Strips 
of yellow painted in the center of 
highways throughout the state are 
averting many accidents and all - 
via ting straining eyes of motorists 
driving through fog. 
Commonly known as fog lines, 
these strips are evolving many fa­ 
vorable comments from drivers who 
stressed the safety value of the in­ 
novation. 
Tests have shown that 
yellow is the color most discernible 
In fog. 
The departm ent began 
placing 
the yellow strips—broken lines four I 
inches wide—in 1935 and already 
has painted a total of approxim ate­ 
ly 527 miles. 
Additional miles of j 
the markings will be placed each 
year as our maintenance funds per­ 
mit. 
Last year our maintenance crews 
painted almost 380 miles of 
the : 
lines. The first year about 80 miles 
were placed. 
To date this year ap- j 
proximately 65 miles were painted. 
The strips are painted in sections 
where fog is prevalent at certain 
seasons of the year, in conjunction 
with the familiar solid white lines 
which mark crests of hills, curves 
and intersections. Thus, a motorist, 
by merely watching the lines unroll 
just ahead of his left, is able to 
follow the road in thick fog and 
know by the color whether he is 
moving along a straightaway or ap­ 
proaching a hill, curve- or intersec­ 
tion. 
Most of the yellow lines are being 


painted 
in 
mountainous 
sections 
and along the 
rivers 
where 
the 
heaviest fog is usually encountered. 
Another im portant safety activ­ 
ity carried out by our maintenance 
crews is the placing of snow fence 
to serve a two-fold purpose. These 
miles of fence prevent the snow 
from drifting onto the highways, 
keeping the traffic lanes open and 
saving the departm ent the cast of 
clearing the roads. 
I have been advised by the m ain- 
| ten a nee unit that this departm ent 
m aintains more snow fence 
than 
any other state in the Union and 
j also operates a snow removal sys­ 
tem th at Is greater than th a t'o f 
any other state 
highway depart­ 
ment. 
Last year we purchased 1.200.000 
feet of snow fence, making a total 
on hand of 10.008.010 feet. 
An ad­ 
ditional 897.300 feet has been au­ 
thorized this year.

Bedford College for women, Reg­ 
ent’s Park, London. 
“Far too often the encouragement 
of self-expression in the very young 
animal Is but a fanping of the anti- 
¡social element of its nature, the 


! very things that need discipline 
and control,’’ he said. 
Discipline Necessary 
“I do not believe that any young 
animal 
can be properly 
trained 
without discipline and control.” 
“Again and again I see how much 
healthier and happier it is, speak­ 
ing generally, under such a regime 
incontinent lawlessness of self-ex­ 
pression. 
“I know nothing more pathetic 
than to see a child suffering from 
being allowed / to exercise its own 
egocentric tendencies, and I am 
not at all sure that much of the 
boredom and fatigue of soul of 
many young men and women to­ 
day is not true to the slackening 
of home discipline during child­ 
hood. 
Need Of Good Habits 
“I attach tremendous significance 
to the cultivation of good habits 
very early in life. If such insistence 
demands some form of punishment 
or penalty in order to eliminate or. 
shall I say sublimate original sin, 
then I favor a system of penalties. 
“Years ago there was what I 
call occupational fitness both for 
the child and for the adult, and

Dr. Jores investigated meticulous­ 
ly and with a large number of peo­ 
ple the fluctuations the human or­ 
ganism is subjected to in the course : 
of one day and discovered that they 1 
proceed in eertain periods and in- 1 
tervals or with a certain rhythm. 
Thus, the young scholar, for in- 
stance, established for the first time 1 
that blood pressure, respiration, and 
the functioning of quite a number 
of organs proceed in circles of defi- 
nitelv fixed rhythms, which were 1 
recorded day by day and for every ! 
two hours. 
Tooth Nerves Studied 
Based on these experiments Dr. 
Jores in cooperation with Dr. Frees, 1 
a dentist, investigated the sensi­ 
bility of the tooth nerves over the 
period of 24 hours, and with clock- 
hke regularity, came to the result j 
that the nerves react best and cause 
mast pain in the late afternoon 
hours around 6 p. m. while remain­ 
ing most indifferent during the mid­ 
dle morning hours beginning around 
9 a. m. 
Dr. Jores believes that his dis­ 
covery will find a strong echo among 
dentists and physicians, especially 
surgeons and that operations re­ 
quiring only local anesthesia will 
probably be performed in accord­ 
ance with his findings.
